Justice Mills Renders Decision 


and Declares Slayer of 


White Paranoiac

REMANDS HIM BACK TO MATTEAWAN 


Justice Reviews Case and Finds 
Much to Convince Him—Thaw 


Takes Verdict Coolly 


White Plains, N. Y.. Aug. 12.—The 


state of New York won a complete 
victory over Harry K. Thaw today 
•when Justice Isaac N. Mills decided 
that the slayer o£ Stanford White is 
still Insane and sent him hack to the 
criminal insane asylum at Matteawan. 


1 Not one of the 
many 
contentions 


made by Thaw during the three weeks 
of his' recent hearing were sustained. 
He Is, however, somewhat better off 
than before he brought the 
present 


suit because Justice Mills in his de- 
cision suggests—and 
the 
suggestion 


amounts practically 
to 
orders—that 


Thaw at Mattenwan be restored to the 
privileges he enjoyed during the first 
three months of his stay there, and 
that his mother be allowed all the pos- 
sible privileges and be treated with 
every consideration when she calls to 
see him. 


Thaw Took It Coolly. 


Thaw will remain at the jail at least 


until tomorrow, when his attorney will 
be given a chance to make any formal 
motions before Justice 
Mills, at his 


chambers in Mount ~Veruon:. 


The prisoner took the decision coolly. 


His only statement was a denial, of .the 
assertion in' the court's opinion that 
he-still cherished the same delusions 
'that drove'.him .to.'shoot White.'-. 
• •. 


• In 'formal language Justice Mills' de- 
cision dismissed the writ of habeas 
corpus under which Thaw applied lor 
his liberty and "remanded him to the' 
custody o£ the defendant [Dr. Robert 
B. Lamb, superintendent of Matteawan 
hospital] whence he 
was 
produced 


here." 


Antecedents of First Importance. 


'In concluding that Thaw is now in- 


sane, the court gives first importance 
to- his family and childhood history. 
His determination that the 
prisoner 


has not yet recovered is based princi- 
pally on the opinion'of Dr. Amos Ba- 
ker, assistant superintendent 
of the 


Matteawan asylum. 
"All such au- 


thorities," says Justice Mills, "are pub- 
lic .officers, with no conceivable mo- 
tives except to • do their duty." 


The court says that it was more 


convinced by the testimony 
of 
the 


alienists, called for the .state than that 
by. the prisoner's experts. Regarding 
Dr. Britton D. Evans, he says: 


"He experienced great difficulty in 


reoonciliating his present opinion with 
his previous attitude 
in 
connection 


with the homicide trials and

Thaw Made a Bad Impression. 


•• Thaw evidently made a bad impres- 
sion upon the judge by his 
actions 


both on and off the witness stand. 


The opinion calls particular attention 


to Thaw's facial appearance, especially 
' during the last afternoon of his testi- 
mony,' when for twenty minutes he 
spoke in'justification of "his. extrava- 
gant belief as to White's conduct with 
a certain woman."

Not a Criminal in Law's Eyes. ' 


"In considering this narrative doubt- 


less allowance must be made for the 
effect • of the 
mother's 
feelings. 
It 


must be understood-that Thaw is not 
in,the hospital as a,criminal to undergo 
punishment. 
The jury, the supreme 


authority 
In the matter,, has by.,its, 


verdict declared Thaw innocent;, bf any 
crime in the matter of homicide, and 
their verdict must be 
respected, at 


least by all public officials, 
in the 


hospital he must be regarded as an 
unfortunate person afflicted with men- 
tal derangement, there not to be pun- 
ished -for any crime, but solely to be 
cared for, protected and guarded so 
that he may not injure another or.him 
self, but always with the distinct hope 
that he may ultimately be cured, how- 
ever great or small that hope really be. 


No Favors Because' of Wealth. 


"It is well, 
doubtless, 
that 
care 


should'be exercised by the authorities 
that Thaw be not favored because of 
the wealth and social position of the 
family. 
It is equally well, however, 


that care be- exercised that he be not 
treated any' worse upon ' those 
ac- 


counts. It'may well be that this court, 
in the exercise of its plenary chancery 
powers, has the authority by order to 
make . specific directions 
as to 
the 


treatment of any inmate in such an 
institution. 
However that 'may be, 1 


venture to suggest to the authorities,

Mills, "permitted her as a witness to 
make at will her j>lea lor.her son and 
in so doing to give certain Incompe- 
tent testimony which embraced crit- 
icisms of Mr. Jerome, I deem it m> 
duly to "say that these criticisms seem 
to roe to be mistaken and unwarrant 
ed, although doubtless sincere. In the 
very complete record before me I fin< 
no evidence of any heartlessness o 
undue zeal upon his part. If he mad' 
the remark remembered by Mrs. Thaw 
to the effect that he hoped- her son 
would never be released from Mattea, 
wan, I am confident that it was mad 
as the expression not of a hope but o 
a conviction, that he_ would not re 
cover."

Thaw Believed'It All.' 


"To all, however, he gave implicit 


belief. 
His mind became absolutely 


possessed with thcso stories. He not 
only believed them In their entirety, 
but he deduced from them conclusions 
as to tho practices of White far be- 
yond what belief In a normal mind 
would warrant. From 
the charges 


separately made by these few admit- 
tedly immoral women, ho concluded 
that White maintained several places 
in New York city where ho accom- 
plished, by force or by drugs, the ruin 
of respectable young American girls, 
as It were, by the wholesale. Such be- 
lief to such extreme extent was.'plainly 
a delusion. 


"His delusions as to the practices of 


White were not shaken by tha failure 
of tho Investigations made by the de- 
tectives and public authorities; and his 
delusive belief in his special mission 
continued to possess his mind. In that

No Basis for Conspiracy Charge. 
Regarding Thaw's suspicions of a 


conspiracy against him by his early 
counsel, the court says: 


"Such belief, that Is that as to the 


purpose was utterly without the least 
:oundation and a clear delusion.' 


"All 
this," continues Justice Mills, 


"according to the weight of expert tes- 
timony, Is plainly the 'history of a 
paranoiac. 
This 
court . concludes, 


therefore, that Thaw's Insanity at the 
commission of the homicide was ot the 
kind 'known as paranoia, and not o£ 
the 'brain storm'—sane half a minute 
before and sane half a minute after- 
variety, it any such variety really ex- 
ists. 


Jury's Finding Warranted. 


"The verdict of the jury was plainly 


warranted by the evidence, not mere- 
ly as an < expression 
of 
reasonable 


doubt, but even as an affirmative find- 
ing of the facts of the Insanity. 


It is true that the testimony upon 


this trial introduced In behalf of tha 
prisoner tends materially to vary tho 
history of his early life as above 
stated. I am convinced, however, that 
In such variance it is largely mistaken; 
and that the testimony 
upon>: that 


point given at the second murder trial 
by mother, nurse, family i physician, 
repectable 
and 
credible witnesses, 


showing rational conduct on the pris- 
oner's part In the Tombs, tit Mattca- 
wan and in the Duchess and West- 
Chester county jails, is not of com- 
manding force.

dent, even by his own admission tha 
he holds his former beliefs as to the

"I am stunned," he said. "I do not

James Reid, Tuesday, in the case of 
John B. McKelvey against John Hal- 
linger, in a suit to recover 10 cents, 
ruled that if an employer, at the re- 
quest of an employe, "rushes the can," 
the price of the beer can be deducted 
from his wages. 
Because 
Balllnger 


withheld 10 cents, which he had ex- 
pended in buying beer, 
from 
the 


amount due his employe, McKelvey, 
suit 
was brought to recover the 


amount. 
Justice Reid, after hearing 


the 
evidence, decided against 
the 


plaintiff and McKelvey not only lost 
his 10 cents, but he was forced to pay 
$5.50 costs, in addition to an attorney's 
fee. 
Ballinger, who refused to puy the 


10 cents, paid his attorney $5. 


The amount of judgment asked in 


this case is the smallest ever recorded 
in any court in Cass county. The case 
was as bitterly contested by the attor- 
neys as though thousands of dollars 
were involved. Those who brought ac- 
tion were as earnest as though their 
lives depended on the decision, but 
Justice Reid was forced to smile when- 
ever the amount involved was men- 
tioned.

McKelvey to make covers 
for

boxes. While the \voi-Kmun was mak- 
ing one. he asked Ballinger to "rush 
the can." Balllnner complied with the 
request, and when McKelvey finished 
the first cover, lie asked for a quarter, 
as advance money.

The beer 
was 


bought, and when the work was fin- 
ished, Ballinger tendered him 15 cents, 
saying that he had spent the rest of 
the quarter for beer. 


McKelvey demanded 25 cents, say- 


ing that he supposed the beer was a 
treat. Ballinger refused to look at it 
that way. He said that he had bought 
the beverage at- McKelvey's 
request 


and that McKelvey -would have to pay 
for it. McKelvey threatened to bring 
suit if Ballinger did not give him the 
_10 cents. Then McKelvey started ac- 
'tion in Justice Reid's court to recover 
the 10 cents.

ference in Products. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 12.—The result of 


three months of examination of tomato 
catsup both preserved by benzoate of 
soda and non-preserved, has been an- 
nounced by Statft Food and Drug Com- 
missioner H. E." Barnard. The result 
of the tests show conclusively 
that 


there Is a difference in the two classifi- 
cations of catsups, and that it is easy 
to djfterentiate between them. 


Tho test showed that 
there 
was 


28.33 per cent of solid content In the 
non-preserved catsup, as against 18.IS 
In the preserved. The average quan- 
tity of sugar in 
the 
non-preserved 


goods was lfi.83, -while that of the ben- 
zoated goods was 8.51. The quantity 
of salt was practically the same In 
both cases. 


"Our results show that the state- 


ments to the effect that non-preserved 
goods owe their keeping 
quality to 


heavy spicing and large quantities of 
acetic acid and salt are Incorrect," said 
Mr. Barnard. "Both contained prac- 
tically the same amount of acetic acid 
and of salt. It is Interesting, also, to 
note that all the catsups have been 
standing with loosened corks on the 
laboratory tables since Dec, 9, and 
without an exception every sample Is 
In good condition today."
